There is no doubt that the infan- 
tryman has the most unpleasant time 
in this war, and there is no doubt 
oe he likes other people to know 
it. 

But there is one job that is not al- 
ways “cushy” and is apt to become 
$o exciting that the “foot-slogger,” 
safe in his trench, will mutter a lit- 
tle speech of appreciation of the fact, 
that he is in the infantry.

In all the warring countries the de- 
mand for rags, to supply the world’s 
shortage of wool, is insistent. Cana 
da is no exception, and appeals are 
being made throughout the , country 
for the savings of rags and old 
dlothes that they may be again used, 
in the manufacture of shoddy, to re- 
lieve the strain upon the wool sup- 
ply. In Great Britain, the local gov- 
ernment board has called attention to 
the varied means by which this mat 
erial may be saved, as follows: 

“On account of the large stocks 
of clothing needed for the British 
and allied armics, efforts are being 
made to save the maximum quan 
tity of-rags for use in shoddy mills,

With Hun Spies 


Highly Developed Organization 
Deal With Alien Enemies 


Sensational novelists of the past 
used to go to Russia when a system 
of espianoge was to be revealed to 
breathless readers. Since the war be- 
gan the ramifications of the German 
Spy service have made us marvel, 
but in the future, perhaps, writere 
may find that the United States has 
developed an organization which for 
efficiency surpasses anything that 
Europe has deycloped. One of its 
most remarkable features is that it 
is an organization that came into ex- 
istence only after the war had be- 
gun, and that only after the United 
States had entered the war were | 
those in charge of the work given a 
free hand. nly in the past few 
months have they had the incentive 
of patriotism to inspire them, Be- 
fore then they worked faithfully to 
Preserve the neutrality of their coun- 
try. Their job then was like the 
job of an umpire; now they are in the 
gaine and are playing it hard. 

A spy system has been repugnant 
to Anglo-Saxons from time immem- 
orial, The word “spy” is in no bet- 
ter repute than the word “hangman.” 

et we have learned by experience 
that a spy is a necessity in time of 
war; and perhaps if Great Britain 
had had a proper espionage system 
in the past decade the present war 
might have been avoided. The pub- 
lic Would have known what plots 
were hatching; even the purblind As- 
quith government -would have been 
forearmed. In ther United States 
there was no spy system at all. 
The only federal detectives were 
those whose business it was to foil 
smugglers and counterfeiters and to 
guard the person of the president. 
Legislators feared that unless the 
functions of officials of the treasury 
department and the department of 
justice were clearly defined by 1 
their detectives might be emplafid 
by a president for the purpose Of 
trailing political enemies and “get- 
ting something on them.”

In the three years 
of neutrality Mr. Bielaski’s men had 
compiled a fairly comprehensive list 
of the people in the United States 
who might be expected to be Ger- 
man agents, Against many of them 
there was no definite evidence, Nev- 
ertheless, more than 300 of them 
have been arrested in the past few 
months.

and the fact that secrecy is the mot- 
to of the American espionage sys- 
tem makes it inevitable that many 
reports as to the treatment of the 
spy menace in the United States 
should arise, For instance, we hear 
of prominent Germans being told 
that in their journey from their 
homes to their places of business 
they shall not walk or use motors, 
They must travel on the street carg 
They must not lunch in a club, big 
in some public place, They mux 
keep certain hours, They must 
aboye all things, follow the advice o 
Mr. Gregory, “obey the law and 
keep their mouths shut.” There is 
probably a basis of truth for all 
these stories, The United States 
very often fakes a rough-and-ready 
incthod of arriving at its ends, and 


while it would be open to Germans 
thus shepherded to protest, it would 
be also open for the secret service 
wgents to \artually kidnap them if 
they were vot willing to do exactly 
what they are told, 

Ro ly speaking, there are in the 
United Siates about a million male 
adults who were born in Germany, 
Austria, Bulgaria, or Turkey, and 


many thousands of these are reseryv- 
ists. Of these reservists it may be 
that the majority are at heart Amer- 
icans, At any rate it is necessary for 
the secret service to keep tab on all 
their doings. They have been card in- 
dexed. Their telephones are tapped. 
They are under police surveillance 
day and night, The American espion- 


age system has been expanded. It 
now includes waiters, postmasters, 
taxi drivers, people who move in 


high society and persons in all walks 
of life. Whateyer Russia or 

many did or has done in the matte 
of espionage is’ now beiag done in 
the United States. It is said that 
the operatives who at one time were 
a mere handful, now number more 
than one hundred thousand, many 
of them yolunteers, In addition, ev- 
ery city policeman and detective is 
working the authorities in the 
effort to round up the German spies, 
prevent German agents from commu- 
nicating with Germany, It is be- 
lieved that the work has been well 
done, and that Germany is now ab-

Excellent Substitute for Lean Meat, 
Say the Food Experts 


From a bulletin published by the 
: State Agricultural College, New Jer- 
sey, U.S.A,, entitled “Milk and Eggs” 
we extract the following information 
en the value of eggs in the diet. 
Composition of the hen’s egg com- 
pared with moderately lean becf: 
Water: Hen’s egg, 73.7 per cent.; 
lean beef, 70.5; fat, hen’s‘egg, 10.5 
per cent.; lean beef, 8.5 per cent.; 
protein, hen’s egg, 14.8 per cent.; 
lean beef, 20.0 per cent.; mineral mat- 
ter, hen’s egg, 1.0 per cent.; lean 
becf, 1.0 per cent. 
The protein in the egg is nearly 
pure albumen. The volk of an egg is 
of greater nutritive value than the 
white. It is rich in the following 
mineral salts: Calcium, iron potas- 
sium and phosphorus, and contains 
them in such a form that they are

Oid French Documents Gone 


Much of History of Some Regions 
May ®e Lost for Good 


A great deal of documentary. his- 
tory of Northern France that was ie 
dusty files of city halls, libraries and 
muscums waiting to be compiled has 
disappeared. Some of it is known 
to have been burned, while there are 
hopes a part may yet be rccovered 
from the Germans when peace is de- 
clared. 

Orders were given-from the gencr- 
al headquarters of the French army 
immediately after the evacuation of 
the region of 'the Somme by the, Ger- 
mans for a careful search for all of- 
ficial registers and archicves of all 
kinds in the devastated regions. A 
considerable mass of manuscript has 
been uncovered from the ruins, in- 
cluding half burned, half torn and 
blood stained scraps of paper; some 
of them give clews to important sub- 
cet matter, The general result, 
however, is not considered reassuring 
or historians, who express great 
alarm at the disappearance of inesti- 
mable data. Ancient decds, ‘parish 
tegisters, records of vital statistics 
that are so important in the every- 
day transactions of life between 
French people, histerical documents 
of wider complexion, to say nothin 
of ancient parchment engravings an 
books of artistic valuc, were blown 
up with churches, castles and public 
buildings.

Canada and the United States have 
the highest paid soldiers in the war. 
Their pay amounts to double that of 
the English soldiers, and four times 
aus muchasthat paid Russian, French, 
Austrian or German soldiers, To in- 
crease their pay would Involve Canada 
in an enormous debt that the soldiers 
themselves would have to help to pay 
off. Seeing the care they get at the 
front with nearly all expenses paid, it 
would be unwise to increase their al- 
lowance. but we do think the separ~ 
ation allowance for famlies who have 
soldier husbands at the front might 
be increased with advantage asa result 
of the high cost of living at home, 


Salient Features of the 
War-Time Elections Act 


J. The franchise is extended to the 
wives, mothers, sisters and daughters 
of members of Canadian forces over 
seas. 


2. The bill disqualifies, for the war- 
time election, those of alien enemy 
birth, or of other European birth and 
of alien enemy mother tongue, or 
native language, who have heen natur- 
alized in Canada since March 81, 
1902.

Tt is impressiveto learn that enough 
good food is wasted in Canada every 
day to feed. every Canadian soldier 
who has gone overdeas to fight for 
us, 

Through carelessness and ineffi- 
ciency there is wasted in garbage 
every year throughout Canada, food 
to the value of $56,000,000 or about 
$7,00 per oapita of the home popula- 
tion, according to the recent estimates 
of the Canadiau Food Controller. To 
this huge sum must be addeda large, 
though indeterminate, number of mil- 
lions lost through poor storage, delay 
in transportation, and unhyyienic 
surroundings’ What the grand total 
would be there are no present ineans 
of discovering. The important points 
are that this waste is needless and 
preventable, 

Wasting $7.00 worth of food per 
year means a daily waste of only 1.92 
cents per head. Without doubt, 
larger crops, better distribution, closer 
buying on the part of the house- 
keeper, more careful preparation and 
more thorough utilization of our food- 
stuffs, would not only correct this 
waste, but would apparently reduce 
the actual coat of living very considers 
ably. Let it be assumed that, by 
complete national organization and 
rigid economy, the cost of living could 
be reduced by 5 cents per day for each 
individual. Roughly, then, counting 
in the elimination of garbage waste, 
we would have a saving of 7 cents per 
day, or $25.55 per capita annually. 
The national grand total saving would 
then amount to the astounding sum 
of $204,400,000; enough to feed an 
army of one million men fora year. | 
These figures are appaling, but they 
are not beyond the range of achieve. 
ment. 


Making Liquor 


The officials of the inland revenue 
department are perturbed by the ac- 
tion of several housewives in Ontario 
who decline to sign the food pledges 
because the government has made no 
move whatever to prevent enormous 
waste of food by distillers who con<| 
tinue to turn grain into spirits. The 
officials are assuring the women that 
all the whiskey that is being con- 
sumed now was made long before the 
war began, all of which 1s true. 

How, when or where the liquor that 
is now being consumed was made is 
not exactly the question under dis 
cussion in this particular instance. 1t 
takes several years to turn grain into

does not make the practise any less 
objectionable. 

Across the line, where the repre- 
sentatives had the advantage of wit- 
nessing the mietakes of their allies, 
the government has prohibited the 
manufacture of liquor for any except 
industrial purposes. That is meeting 
the emergency face to face, as it 
should be met. The fact that food- 
stuff is being turned into liquor for 
the benefit of the distillers and the 
bibulously-inclined in years to come 
is another of the long list of omissions 
of our people in time of crisis.—Als 
bertan.

The answer to this quenion is 
being made roubly available for you. 
Remember that the first class to be 
called includes only men between the 
ages of 20 and 34, both inclusive, - 
who are unmarried or widowers with- 
out children, those married after 
July 6, 1917, being deemed single 
for the purposes of the Act. 

Medical Boards are now being 
established throughout Canada. These 
Boards will examine, free of charge 
and obligation, all men who wish to 
examined as to their physical fitness 
for military service. They will tell you 


physical condition absolves you from 
the call or makes you liable for 
selection. 
It is important that you obtain 
this information as soon as possible.
